ine nae of writing should aim at attaining ease as well as legibility and ‘speed. 
Fase is acquired by exercising the larger muscles of the arm. Early writing should be very 


ie large, and should be done with chalk, grease crayon, or a very soft lead pencil. There 


should be a great deal of free writing before the copy book is taken up. 
Every writing exercise should begin with a drill in movement. Nine movements consti- 


tute the basis of the letter-forms used in this series. These movement exercises will be 
found below, and they should be diligently practised on loose sheets of paper. No special 
- movement exercises are found in Books I -and Il, other than thosé on the cover; these 


should, however, be regularly practised, and the letters, as they are introduced, should be 
written in a very large hand on coarse paper, as a preparation for the lesson in the book.
